way, acting School Supt. Euin Frank said. 


"The TEA transportation people came 


here in 1970 when we began most of our 
busing," Frank said. "They helped us set 
up the most efficient and economical 
routes for our buses. It was on their advice 
and direction that the routes were set up as 
they now are." 


Frank noted that three routes which take 


children from Lincoln Elementary to 
Bowie, Fannin and Lee Elementaries 
originate at Lincoln and begin at 3 p.m. 
because they serve only the elementary 
schools. 


Frank also said that bus drivers have 


been directed not to allow students off the 
bus except at the designated site where 
they are supposed to get off. 


"Drivers have been instructed to let 


students off at school or at their homes 
only," he said. "In the mornings, students 
are supposed to remain on the buses until 
they reach school, and in the afternoons 
until they reach their homes and no where 
else."

Grass fire razes 1,200 acres

RICE — Units from 14 fire 


departments converged on Rice 
yesterday afternoon to battle a 
raging grass fire which even- 
tually claimed over 1,200 acres, 
three barns, several garages, 
one old gin and part of a 
Sheriff's patrol car. 


No damage estimate was 


available. There were no in- 
juries reported. 


The first report of the fire 


came in at around 2:15 p.m. 


WHEN TWO units from the 


Corsicana Fire Department 
arrived shortly thereafter, the 
fire was contained to a small 
tract southeast of the Rice 
overpass. 
Around 2:40 p.m. 


however, 
the 
south wind 


whipped up, the fire jumped the 
road east of Interstate 45 and 
went three miles north all the 
way to Farm and Market Road 
1182 and east nearly four miles.

It was McCall's patrol car 


that was almost lost to the blaze 
as he got stuck in a field and 
couldn't get away. "I couldn't 
move the car and the fire just 
eventually caught up to me," 
McCall said. The damage to the 
car was minor, however, as 
only one tire burned and the 
paint was scorched. 


THE FIRE erupted briefly 


again yesterday evening around 
7 p.m. and burned a barn on the 
Jess Pollen farm before being 
halted for the last time. 


McCall said reports that 20 to 


30 cattle had been lost in the fire 
were false, along with the 
report that a house burned. The 
fire did pass by several houses, 
although none caught fire, 
McCall said. 


Asked by the Daily Sun, Doug 


Fogg, one of four Corsicana 
firemen who fought the blaze, 
pointed out that most of the 27 
trucks on the scene were 
somewhat less than totally 
effective due to their small 
capacity of water.

ALTHOUGH no estimate of 


damage has yet been deter- 
mined, County Extension Agent 


Felton Cameron said since most 
of the land was farm land, the 
damage would be minimal. 
"The biggest part of the loss 
will be in the fences and barns," 
Cameron said. "Also, they 
won't have any grass to feed 
their stock on until the spring, 
but any crops that were planted 
shouldn't be hurt," he added. 


Cameron also said heavy 


rains could now damage the 
land with erosion, since the 
cover is gone. 


City rejects county's fire run offer

rejected Navarro County's offer 
of $40 per fire truck per rural 
fire run and given the county a 
March 1 deadline to meet their 
own request of $60 per truck per 
call. 


Voting 4-1 during Tuesday 


night's commission 
meeting, 


Corsicana's governing body- 
voted with Commissioner Jim 
Lightfoot 
who said, 
"What 


we're saying to the county 
commissioners is 'Accept your 
responsibility, baby'." 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


cast the only dissenting vote on 
the proposal, explaining that he 
favors the city getting its full 
cost per fire run, but that he's 
not in favor of cutting off fire 


service at any time. He noted 
that three times he has been 
quite pleased to see city forces 
arrive to extinguish grass fires 
in his pastures. 


Commissioner 
R.A. 
Ar- 


mistead, 
speaking 
to 
the 


county's $40 proposal, noted "If 
the cost is $60 a trip, they're still 
asking the taxpayers of Cor- 
sicana to pay one-third of the 
actual cost of each run to the 
county. I can't figure out any 
reason, myself, why the people 
of Corsicana should pay one- 
third of the actual cost. This 
doesn't 
include 
buildings, 


salaries, or anything, just the 
actual cost." 


AFTER 
MAYOR 
Sue 


Youngblood concurred with 
Armistead's 
assessment, 


Lightfoot remarked that, "It 
appears the residents of Cor- 
sicana are paying 75 per cent of 


the county's operational ex- 
penses to start with. And, ac- 
cording to (Fire) Chief (Duane) 
Womack, the $60 is nowhere 
near the real cost involved." 


"The only reason I brought 


this up," Lightfoot continued, 
"is there have been innuendoes 
that the city is heartless and 
turning the people in the county 
out in the cold." 


He continued that it's the 


county commissioners who are 
turning the people out in the 
cold and "if anyone's doing a 
disservice, they're over in the 
courthosue." 


Commissioner Wayne Norris 


reminded the commission that 


25 per cent of the city's own 
employes live outside the city 
limits, saying he'd "sure hate to 
see one of their houses burn 
down and this commission on 
the other side of the fence 
saying, 'burn, baby, burn'." 


LIGHTFOOT 
RETORTED 


that, 
"Rather 
than

At the suggestion of Mrs.

Cold, higher fuel costs given 
as reasons for large gas bills 


Lone Star Gas Regional 


Manager R.A. Jones told the 
Corsicana City Commission 
Tuesday night that increased 
fuel costs and recent cold snaps 
were the primary 
reasons 


Corsicanans gas bills ex- 
perienced such large increases 
during January. 


Jones appeared before the 


commission at its request to 
explain how the recently ap- 
proved three per cent rate hike 
could have increased gas bills 
by more than three per cent. 


Jones said that when the 


commission approved the three 
per cent rate increase, it also 
approved a new fuel cost ad- 
justment 
clause, 
the im- 


plementation of which in- 
creases consumer gas bills as 
the gas company's price of fuel 
increases. 


He said that Corsicana's rate 


set-up is different than the one 
in Dallas and that locals are not 
experiencing the 33 per cent 
increase 
currently 
being 


requested in Dallas. 


Jones further stated that 


Corsicanans are not paying a 
fuel cost adjustment rate on gas 
purchased 
prior 
to 
the 


December approval of the rate 
hike, another charge brought up 
in the Dallas hearings.

through charts similar to the 
ones he used in requesting the 
rate increase how fuel prices 
have risen from 20 cents per 
thousand cubic feet in early 1973 
to a present rate of $1.18 per 
thousand cubic feet and how the 
costs are projected to rise to 
$1.73 per thousand cubic feet by 
1979. 


He assured the commission 


that the fuel cost adjustment 
clause in utility contracts has 
not made utility companies less 
competitive, saying that the 
companies still have to secure 
new fuel reserves. 


Under 
questioning 
from 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube Jr., 
Jones agreed that the 1.18 per 
thousand cubic current cost 
results mainly from new con- 
tracts, wells and re-figuring 
current contracts. 


Stroube remarked 
"You 


haven't increased your paying 
prices," adding later that the 
"35 cents you're paying us 
sticks in my craw." 


Jones agreed that the average 


purchase price includes some 35 
cent and even 20 cent per 
thousand cubic feet gas. 


IN ANSWER TO an inquiry 


from Mayor Sue Youngblood, 
Jones said that to separate the 
fuel cost adjustment charge 
would probably create more 
confusion than the present set- 
up. He said that the gas cost 
charge had been included at one 
time, but that it was later 
removed because of the con- 
sumers' misunderstanding of 
the bill. 


Jones added that the fuel cost 


adjustment could be listed 
separately on the bill again, if 
the present misunderstandings 
worsen. 


Jones told Commissioner 


Wayne Norris that the gas 
company and the Railroad 
Commission both feel that the 
fuel cost adjustment clause is 
the best method for establishing 
fair rates. 


Explaining that Ennis and 


other cities with out flow 
through provisions and ' who 
rejected 
larger 
increase 


requests are currently on ap- 
peal 
before 
the 
Railroad 


Commission, Jones agreed with 
Norris' assessment that "one 
way or the other the gas com- 
pany is going to get these 
costs." 


Jones said that Corsicana 


received only a three per cent 
increase in gas rates largely 


because of the constant fuel cost 
adjustment. 


August Wendorf appeared 


before the commission and told 
it that, figuring the cost of his 
own gas per thousand cubic 
feet, his gas rate varied from 
month to month for the past 
three years. 


Jones said this, too, was a 


result of the fluctuating fuel 
cost clause. 


Jones reiterated through out 


his presentation that the Dallas 
situation "does not and will not 
affect us in Corsicana."

could play a large part in shap- 
ing the future development of 
air transportation.

France were seeking Coleman's 
approval to fly the Concorde 
from Paris and London to Ken- 
nedy International Airport in 
New York and Dulles Inter- 


national outside Washington, 
D.C. 


U.S. 
landings by the con- 


troversial plane were opposed 
by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. The State Depart- 
ment did not take a public 
stand on the plane's merits but 
urged Coleman to weigh diplo- 
matic considerations involving 
the French and British, who 
have invested more than $2.5 
billion in development of the 
plane. 


A favorable ruling by Cole- 


man would bring the supersonic 
age to a country that rejected 
its own SST program less than 
five years ago. Congress killed 
the American supersonic trans- 


port development program in 
1971 by cutting off government 
funding. 


A favorable ruling also would 


place pressure on U.S. airlines 
to purchase the Concorde or the 
Russian-built SST in order to 
compete with other carriers fly- 
ing Concorde. And it could in- 
crease pressure on U.S. aero- 
space firms to enter the SST 
race with private capital. 


Both proponents and oppo- 


nents of the stork-nosed jet ac- 
knowledged that Coleman's rul- 
ing would set a precedent for 
future applications 
for Con- 


corde service at other U.S. air- 
ports.

Candidates talk, but winner to have little sway on abortion 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Abor- 


tion is emerging as a key presi- 
dential campaign issue, al- 
though the winner in November, 
whoever he may be, will have 
little to say about its resolution. 


The emotional tenor of the 


controversy has led most candi- 
dates to stake out carefully 
worded positions, some of which 
tend to straddle the issue by 
embracing positions on both 
sides. 


President Ford became the 


latest presidential candidate to 
address the issue, saying in a 
recorded CBS television inter- 
view Tuesday that he wants the 
abortion question thrown back 
to the states. By contrast, Ron- 
ald Reagan, his opponent for the 
GOP presidential nomination, 
wants a constitutional amend- 
ment to establish a national ban 
on abortion. 


Ford indicated he was sym- 


pathetic to a constitutional 
amendment, without calling for 
one. 


Archbishop Joseph L. Ber- 


nardin, president of the Nation- 
al Conference of Catholic Bish- 
ops, 
called Ford's views "in- 


consistent and disappointing" 
but said it would be "unfair to 
be any more critical of Mr. Ford

(AP) — He has been likened to a 
Wyatt Earp looking for shoot- 
outs at the OK Corral, but Dan- 
iel Patrick Moynihan, the out- 
going U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations, says that he 
had been shooting his targets 
from the shoulder, not the hip, 
and that America has benefited. 


"We can say with confidence 


now that any foreign nation un- 
derstands that if it takes on the 
United States in some sing- 
ularly vituperative way, then 


. they will find themselves in a 


fight," Moynihan said in a in- 
terview Tuesday. 


The main target of the 48- 


year-old chief American dele- 
gate in his seven controversial 
months at the U.N. was Presi- 
dent Idi Amin of Uganda who, 
Moynihan recalled, "launched 
an incredibly vicious attack in 
the assembly on American 
blacks and Jews, and there was 
just too much applause from the 
floor. You just don't talk to the 
American people that way." 


Moynihan counterattacked in 


a speech in San Francisco when 
he denounced Amin as a "racist 
murderer." Of the controversy 
that resulted from these and 
other remarks, Moynihan says 
that he has "no regrets."

He also defended his out- 


1 spoken fury over the General 


Assembly's adoption of a reso- 
lution equating Zionism with 
racism. 


"By the time the smoke had 


cleared, everyone knew that the 
United 
Nations 
had 
done 


something it should not have 
done," Moynihan said. 


The urbane, silver-haired 


delegate attributed America's 
weakness in the U.N. to the 
Vietnam War, "which made us 
extremely sensitive to the atti- 
tudes of new nations."

But when the war ended, 


. Moynihan said, "our attitudes 


were frozen in place, and when I 
entered the U.N. I sensed that 
this country was on the run. The 
tempo of attacks had risen 
considerably. It was at the as- 


,' sault level when I came in." 


Had his views changed about 


the United Nations during his 
controversial tenure there? 
Moynihan thought not. 


"A major mistake at the U.N. 


is that the General Assembly 
continues to try to act like a 
parliament, or a legislative 
body. It is not. The charter is 
clear, the assembly is more like 
a conference, 
with recom- 


mendatory powers only," Moy- 
nihan said. 


But despite this, he said, "the 


assembly has got into the busi- 
ness of putting in bills, voting 
them out, then nothing hap- 
pens." 


The real power at the U.N was 


vested in the Security Council, 
"which is a body with treaty 
powers. It is powerful enough to 
vote for war." 


A future danger for the world 


body would be for "the thinking 
of the General Assembly to en- 
ter into the Security Council. 
That would be a disaster," 
Moynihan said.

three years ago that states may 
not prohibit abortion in the first 
three months of pregnancy al- 
though they retain some regu- 
latory authority thereafter. 


Pro-and anti-abortion groups 


since then have been lobbying, 
demonstrating and pressuring 
presidential candidates. Most 
authorities concede, however, 
that the only avenue to change 
is a constitutional amendment, 


which is the province of Con- 
gress and the states. 


There already are at least a 


dozen amendments pending in 
Congress which would, as Ford 
suggests, assign responsibility 
over abortion to the states and 
let them decide whether to al- 
low or ban it. 


Other proposed amendments, 


the kind supported by Reagan 
and Democrat George Wallace, 
would have the effect of restor- 
ing the bans generally in effect 
in the states before the Supreme 
Court ruling. Those 
amend- 


ments would permit abortions 


in exceptional cases, such as for 
rape victims or mothers whose 
lives are in danger. 


Wallace is the only Demo- 


cratic presidential contender 
calling for a constitutional 
amendment to ban abortion. 
Most say they oppose abortion 
in principle but support the Su- 
preme Court ruling. 


Sargent Shriver, another of 


the Democratic contenders, has 
said he finds all of the currently 
proposed amendments 
unac- 


ceptable but leaves the door 
open for possibly finding one he 
could approve. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., has generally opposed 
amending the Constitution, but 
says he opposes abortion on 
principle. He has hinted at re- 
turning regulation to the states 
but has not called for an 
amendment to accomplish it. 


Former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 


Carter also says abortion is 
wrong but opposes any con- 
stitutional amendment to pro- 
hibit it. "I think the government 
ought to do everything possible 
to minimize abortion," Carter 
said last month, mentioning 
governmental assistance to 


prevent pregnancy, including 
education and birth control aid. 


Both Shriver and Sen. Dirch 


Bayh, D-Ind., also have sug- 
gested alternative solutions, 
such as providing more birth 
control information, child-care 
programs and health care for 
young mothers. 


While Bayh also has said he 


morally opposes abortion, he 
has fought the amendment 
drive. The Constitution, he says, 
"must not be used as an in- 
strument for moral prefer- 
ence." 


Gov. 
Milton Shapp, D-Pa., 


also is among those who say 
they personally dislike abortion 
but support 
the 
Supreme 


Court's decision. But he goes 
beyond most other candidates 
to defend the right of a woman 
to decide the question without 
governmental interference. 


Sen. Uoyd M. Bentsen, D- 


Tex., too, has said he supports 
the court's decision, but he adds 
the belief that "the rights of 
those medical personnel and 
hospital administrators who 
have objections to abortion as a 
matter of conscience must also 
be observed." 


Bentsen, however, has said he 


does not support an amendment 
and has proposed no other 
means of carving out exceptions 
to the court ruling.

Wallace charges

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. 


( A P ) — Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace, his leg in a plastic 
cast after an accident aboard, 
his campaign airplane, told an 
overflow crowd here that 
Democratic leaders and the 
press are ganging up to deny 
him his party's presidential 
nomination. 


"They're trying to keep me 


from winning," Wallace said of 
the press. "They're trying to get 
rid of ... me. But they're not 
going to get rid of me." 


Wallace singled out the Wash- 


ington Post, Boston Globe, New 
York Times and Miami Herald 
for what he called liberal pol- 
icies and criticized them for 
their coverage of his presiden- 
tial effort. 


He also repeated a charge 


that Democratic party leaders 
are trying to dump him. 


Wallace, paralyzed from the 


waist down by a would-be as- 
sassin's bullets in Laurel, Md., 
during the 1972 presidential 
campaign, suffered strained 
ligaments in his right knee 
Monday when he was dropped 
by aides carrying him aboard 
his plane in Pensacola, Fla. 


He flew here Tuesday after an 


orthopedic surgeon in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., said he could 
continue campaigning with no 
difficulty. 


His appearance Tuesday 


night drew an overflow crowd to 
a 2,400-seat auditorium at Palm 
Beach Junior College. The 
demand to get in was so great 


that the governor had to speak 
twice, the second time to about 
1,000 persons who were refused 
admission to the first speech. 


Wallace said he and wageear- 


ning, tax-paying citizens — "the 
king and queen of American 
politics in 1976" — would regain 
control of the Democratic party 
from liberal elements. 


"Our time has come Our 


time is here. Their day is over," 
he said. 


Campaigning in Tampa, for- 


mer Georgia governor Jimmy 
Carter called the March 9 Flor- 
ida primary "very crucial" to 
Wallace because, said Carter, 
he has to prove himself after his 
last presidential try failed. 
Wallace took all of the state's 67 
counties in 1972. 


And Pennsylvania Gov. Mil- 


ton Shapp went to Capt Cana- 
veral to push for a federal com- 
mitment for research and de- 
velopment of solar energy.

Police worry 
Ford will cut 
education plan 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)~ - 


Thousands of police officers 
across the nation may lose a 
chance for college training if 
President Ford succeeds in 
abolishing a $40-million law 
enforcement 
education 


program. 


If Congress approves Ford's 


plan, hundreds of police depart- 
ments could suffer a setback in 
efforts to get better-educated, 
better-trained officers. And 
scores of colleges and univer- 
sities would be forced to curtail 
or eliminate courses in the 
criminal justice field. 


Police officials, colleges and 


universities plan an intensive 
campaign to get Congress to 
continue the program. Congress 
defeated Ford's plan once, and 
some sources say it probably 
will again. 


Currently, about 98,000 stu- 


dents are enrolled in law en- 
forcement courses at 1,025 col- 
leges and universities partici- 
pating in the program adminis- 
tered by the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration. 


About 70 per cent of the stu- 


dents are working police offi- 
cers, and another 20 per cent 
are employed by courts or pris- 
ons. These students receive 
grants of up to $400 a semester. 
The remaining 10 per cent are 
full-time students preparing for 
law enforcement careers, and 
they receive loans of up to $2,- 
200 per year. 


The program has been spend- 


ing $40 million a year for the 
past four years, gradually ris- 
ing from the $6.5 million spent 
to help about 20,000 students in 
485 schools in 1969, the first year 
of operation. 


The program was designed to 


spur police officers, some lack- 
ing any college training, to work 
part-time for criminal justice 
degrees. 


"I am convinced the program 


has had a major impact in pro- 
fessionalizing police work," 
said LEAA Administrator Rich- 
ard'W. Velde. Nevertheless, he 
said in an interview, he sup- 
ports the President's decision to 
seek an end to the program in 
1978.

barely save house

In several places it came 


down to hand-to-hand combat 
yesterday. They used wet mops, 
shovels, water hoses and 
buckets of water to save their 
houses, but the people won over 
the great grass fire. 


One of the fiercest battles was 


between Mr. and Mrs. W.B. 
Ribble and the flames that 
licked the foundations of their 
house and barn near Rice. 


A view of the area after the 


flames died showed the charred 
ground all the way up to, and 
completely around, a rent house 
on their land. It was also black 
around a garage, a shed, the 
barn and a butane tank. Almost 
every square inch of ground 
was blackened and in several 
places the buildings were 
charred near the ground, but 
they were all saved. 


For nearly three hours the 


Ribbles fought the fire, most of 
that time by themselves. "We 
used wet mops and 5 gallon 
buckets of water mostly," he 
said. 


Ribble was working at the 


barn when the fire broke out to 
the southwest of his place. He 
went down to where the first fire 
trucks were trying to put out the 
relatively small fire. But the 
flames soon jumped over a road 
and started spreading toward 
his place, fanned by a stiff wind. 


Ribble went back to the barn. 


His wife was at home, which is 
on a different road from the rent 
house and barn but the two are 
within sight of each other. She 
was out trying to beat the fire 
back away from their home 
when she looked over at the 
barn and saw how much higher 
the flames were there. 


She quickly drove to the other 


house and headed for an open 
gate leading from the back yard 
into the pasture and the barn. 
Suddenly smoke engulfed the 
pickup and she could no longer 
see the gate. 


"I turned too short arid by the 


time I could see anything the 
gate post was right in front of 
me," Mrs. Ribble said. "So I 
had to back up, and by that time 
the smoke had nearly overcome 
me."

I ran up to try to help her 
out and that's how I got my 
whiskers singed," he said, 
rubbing his reddened face. 


They got past the personal 


danger and settled down to 
tamping out flames, running 
from one place to the other to 
control outbreaks. 


"Some neighbors came to 


help after they saved their 
places and a fire truck from 
Chatfield finally came to help 
out," Ribble said. "But for the 
most part it was just us fighting 
the fire." 


The Ribbles were alone again 


after the fire had passed on, still 
watching hot spots and tamping 
out smoldering areas as sun 
began to set.
